LO N D 0 N I ‘At the end of the day,” it’s the most 
irritating cliche in the English language. 

So says the Plain English Campaign which 
said the abused and overused phrase was first 
in a poll of most annoying cliches. 

Second place went to “at this moment in 
time,” and third to the constant use of “like,” 
as if it were a form of punctuation. “With all 
due respect” came in fourth. 

“When readers or listeners come across 
these tired expressions, they start tuning out 


and completely miss the message — assuming 
there is one,” said Plain English Campaign 
spokesman John Lister. 

“Using these terms in daily business is 
about as professional as wearing a novel- 
ty tie or having a wacky ring-tone on your 
phone.” 

The Plain English Campaign, which offers 
annual awards for good use of the language, 
surveyed its 5,000 supporters in more than 
70 countries for the poll, (ap)

Former security adviser says 
terror not top Bush priority 

WASHINGTON I The Bush White House scaled 
back the struggle against al Qaeda after tak- 
ing office in 2001 and spurned suggestions 
that it retaliate for the bombing of a U.S. 
warship “because it happened on the Clinton 
administration’s watch,” a former top terror- 
ism adviser testified Wednesday. 

The Clinton administration had “no high- 
er priority” than combating terrorists while 
the Bush administration made it “an impor- 
tant issue but not an urgent 
issue,” said Richard Clarke, 
who advised both presi- 
dents. He testified before 
the commission investigat- 
ing the Sept. 11 attacks. 

Clarke’s turn in the wit- 
ness chair turned what had 
been a bipartisan probe of 
pre-Sept. 11 intelligence failures and miscom- 
munications into a nationally televised criti- 
cism of Bush’s handling of terrorism threats. 

The White House sought anew to under- 
mine Clarke, the author of a recent book critical 
of the president, identifying him as the senior 
official who had praised the president’s anti- 
terrorism efforts in an anonymous briefing for 
reporters the year following the attacks. 

Clarke’s testimony overshadowed the 
release of a commission staff report that said 
disagreements about the extent of the CIA’s 
authority to kill Osama bin Laden hampered 
efforts to eliminate him during the Clinton 
era. The result was a reliance on local forc- 
es in Afghanistan that reduced the chance 
of success both before and after Bush took 
office, the report added, hope yen (ap)

Atheist Blasts Pledge Before Court 

Says ‘under God’ violates chureh-state separation 


WASHINGTON I Not long after the 
Supreme Court came to order 
Wednesday with the invocation, 
“God save the United States and 
this honorable court,” the justices 
were deep in a wrenching argu- 
ment over whether millions of 
public schoolchildren may contin- 
ue pledging allegiance to one nation 
“under God.” 

An atheist argued that the reli- 
gious reference in the Pledge of 
Allegiance, a pledge of loyalty to the 
country usually recited in American 
classrooms, is an unconstitutional 
government promotion of religion in 
his daughter’s third-grade classroom.

“I am an atheist. I don’t believe 
in God,” Michael Newdow told the 
justices and a rapt, packed court- 
room, arguing with passion and per- 
sonal asides — unusual for the dry, 
cerebral high court. “Every school 
morning, my child is asked to stand 
up, face that flag, put her hand over 
her heart and say that her father is 
wrong.”

Coast Guard Searches

FAA plan would use 
smaller lags to offset 
long waits for planes 

HERNDON, VA. | Air travelers may 
experience more short delays 
but fewer long ones under a plan 
announced Wednesday to ease 
flight congestion. 

The Federal Aviation Admin- 
istration said the plan should reduce 
the total amount of time that all 
flights are delayed because of bad 
weather or crowded airspace. 

Much as commuters will leave 
home later or take a different route 
to avoid rush-hour traffic, airlines 
have agreed to take short delays or 
reroute flights to reduce overall 
delays in the air traffic system.

Scientists: Jaw Mutation 
Separated Humans, Apes 


Touching off a scientific furor, 
researchers say they may have dis- 
covered the mutation that caused 
the earliest humans to branch off 
from their apelike ancestors — a 
gene that led to smaller, weaker jaws 
and, ultimately, bigger brains. 

Smaller jaws would have funda- 
mentally changed the structure of 
the skull, they contend, by eliminat- 
ing thick muscles that worked like 
bungee cords to anchor a huge jaw 
to the crown of the head. The change 
would have allowed the cranium to 
grow larger and led to the develop- 
ment of a bigger brain capable of 
tool-making and language. 

The mutation is reported in the 
latest issue of the journal Nature, 
not by anthropologists, but by 


a team of biologists and plas- 
tic surgeons at the University of 
Pennsylvania and the Children’s 
Hospital of Philadelphia. 

The report provoked strong reac- 
tions throughout the hotly contest- 
ed field of human origins with one 
scientist declaring it “counter to the 
fundamentals of evolution” and 
another pronouncing it “super.” 

The Pennsylvania researchers 
said their estimate of when this 
mutation first occurred — about 2.4 
million years ago, in the grasslands 
of East Africa, the cradle of human- 
ity — generally overlaps with the 
first fossils of prehistoric humans 
featuring rounder skulls, flatter 
faces, smaller teeth and weaker

U.S. Beefs Up Security in Gulf, Mideast

Explosives Found 
On French Railway 


PARIS I A French railroad worker 
found an explosive device bur- 
ied in the bed of a passenger line 
between France and Switzerland 
on Wednesday, the Interior Min- 
istry said. 

Bomb disposal experts neutral- 
ized the device, which was half-bur- 
ied under a track in the village of 
Montieramey, about 105 miles 
southeast of Paris, the ministry 
said in a statement. It was found 
on a train line heading from Paris 
to Basel, Switzerland. 

The device, which was found at 
12:35 p.m Wednesday, was in a clear 
plastic box measuring about 8 inch- 
es by 8 inches, the statement said. 
The box contained nitrate fuel and 
a battery linked to seven detonators 
and a handmade timing device. 

France has been on a higher ter- 
ror alert since the March 11 train 
bombings in Madrid, Spain, that 
killed 190 people. Suspicion for 
those attacks has focused on an 
alleged Morocco -based terrorist 
cell believed linked to al Qaeda. 



Interior Minister Nicolas Sarkozy 
said there were “a certain number of 
elements” that lead officials to believe 
the two cases may not be related, 
however.

A Day of 
Mourning 
in Madrid 

At state funeral, an 
outpouring of emotion 

MADRID, SPAIN | The Spanish royal 
family wept Wednesday as they 
comforted row after row of mourn- 
ers at Wednesday’s state funeral for 
the 190 people killed in the coun- 
try’s worst terrorist attack. 

It was the first state funeral for 
people outside the royal family in 
the history of Spain’s new democ- 
racy, restored after dictator Gen. 
Francisco Franco died in 1975. 

King Juan Carlos, Queen Sofia 
and the rest of the royal family 
joined Secretary of State Colin 
Powell and more than a dozen other

Revisiting Stalin, 
Name by Name 


Groups document 
1.3 million victims from 
Soviet reign of terror 

MOSCOW I Russia’s leading human 
rights groups released a list 
Wednesday of more than a mil- 
lion people who fell victim to Josef 
Stalin’s purges — an attempt to 
draw public attention to the Soviet 
dictator’s crimes in a society still 
divided over his legacy. 

“Unfortunately, a part of our 
society would like to forget about 
this terror, while another part 
doesn’t know about it or doesn’t 
believe it,” said Alexander Yakovlev, 
a key member of former Soviet lead- 
er Mikhail Gorbachev’s democratic 


reforms who now heads the presi- 
dential commission for rehabilita- 
tion of victims of repression. 

A recent independent poll found 
that 45 percent of respondents 
believed Stalin played a largely 
positive role in Russia’s history. 

Stalin came to power after the 
death of Soviet founder V.I. Lenin 
in 1924, beginning a reign of terror 
that lasted three decades. 

An estimated 20 million peo- 
ple were executed, imprisoned or 
deported to other parts of the Soviet 
Union. The 1,345,796 names, com- 
piled on a CD -ROM along with brief 
biographies of the victims, represent 
only a small portion, but are all the 
cases that activists have been able 
to document so far. (ap)

Blair Praises Libya

MADRID, SPA IN I British Prime Min- 
ister Tony Blair will fly to Libya 
to meet Moammar Gadhafi on 
Thursday, a sign of warming ties 
and the state’s progress in scrapping 
its banned weapons programs. 
Blair’s visit is a significant step 


in bringing the former pariah state 
back into the international fold, fol- 
lowing its pledge in December to 
dismantle its nuclear, chemical and 
biological programs. 

At a news conference in Madrid, 
held after a state funeral for victims 
of the railway bombings there, Blair 
lauded Gadhafi’s decision to scrap 
Libya’s weapons programs and said 
that despite a history of strained 
relations between Libya and Britain

TB Rate Still High in D.C. 


Health official warns 
of a real and present 
danger’ in the region 

WASHINGTON I Tuberculosis cases 
edged lower in the Washington area 
last year, but the illness remains 
“a real and present danger,” a top 
health official said Wednesday. 

Dr. Stephanie Harper, chief 
of the District of Columbia 
Department of Health’s Bureau 


of Chronic Diseases Control said 
there were 79 cases in the District 
in 2003, a four percent decrease 
from 2002. Still, D.C. continues to 
have the nation’s highest number of 
cases per 100,000 residents. 

The four northern Virginia coun- 
ties of Arlington, Fairfax, Prince 
William and Loudoun, plus the 
City of Alexandria, reported 157 
cases — down eleven percent from 
the previous year. 

Northern Virginia’s improvement 


was more than offset by rising rates in 
the rest of the state, according to TB 
expert David DeBiasi of the American 
Lung Association of Virginia. There 
were 332 confirmed new cases in the 
commonwealth last year. 

The District’s TB challenge is 
“quite different” from Virginia, said 
Harper. “Our issues tend to be with 
homelessness, where we’ve always 
had a case rate that’s higher than 
the national average,” said Harper.

District Unveils Plan to 
Issue School Vouchers 


Scholarship Fund set 
to adminster $13M 
program for city youth 

WASHINGTON I The nation’s first 
federally funded school voucher 
program will be run by a private 
nonprofit group with 10 years of 
experience managing scholar- 
ships for low-income students. 
Officials announced Wednesday 
that the Washington Scholarship 
Fund would administer $13 mil- 
lion for a District of Columbia pro- 
gram which could help up to 1,700 
students this fall. 

Although Congress passed the 
bill creating the program in January, 
officials from the District and the 


Department of Education did not 
select an administrator for the fund 
until this week. WSF was one of 
three applicants bidding for the 
contract; the losers were not iden- 
tified. 

Under the program, low-income 
students can receive up to $7,500 to 
attend private or parochial schools. 
The money can be used for tuition, 
fees and transportation. 

Applications will be avail- 
able in April and require verifi- 
cation of income, which cannot 
exceed $34,040 for a family of 
four. If demand exceeds the avail- 
able grants, a lottery will be held. 
Students also have to meet enroll- 
ment criteria established by the

EU Levies $6I3M 
Fine on Microsoft 


Software giant blasts 
unwarranted’ ruling, 
seeks delay for appeal 

BRUSSELS, BELGIUM I The European 
Union slapped Microsoft Corp. 
with a $613 million fine for abu- 
sively wielding its Windows soft- 
ware monopoly and ordered sanc- 
tions that go well beyond the U.S. 
antitrust settlement — setting up 
what could be another lengthy 
court battle. 

Microsoft called the EU’s deci- 
sion “unwarranted and ill-consid- 
ered,” and said Wednesday it expect- 
ed to ask a judge to suspend the 
order pending appeal. 

The EU antitrust office said it 
sought to alter Microsoft’s behav- 
ior because its five-year investiga- 
tion found that the software giant 
tried to squeeze competitors out of 
Windows-related markets and “the 
illegal behavior is still ongoing.” 


It gave the company 90 days to 
offer European computer manu- 
facturers a version of Windows 
stripped of the company’s digital 
media player, software for viewing 
video and listening to music that is 
expected to become pivotal in the 
industry as multimedia content 
becomes more pervasive. 

The EU also gave Microsoft 120 
days to release “complete and accu- 
rate” information to rivals in the office 
server market so their products can 
work more smoothly with desktop 
computers running Windows. 

“We are simply ensuring that 
anyone who develops new software 
has a fair opportunity to compete 
in the marketplace,” EU antitrust 
chief Mario Monti said. 

Microsoft’s general counsel. Brad 
Smith, said he would most likely ask 
the presiding judge at the European 
Court of First Instance to stay the 
order pending appeal — a process

Shopping Channel QVC 
Sued Over Misleading Ads 

Regulators sued the QVC home 
shopping channel Wednesday, 
charging that it made deceptive 
claims about weight-loss prod- 
ucts sold on the air. The complaint 
from the Federal Trade Commission 
accused QVC of false advertising 
of “For Women Only” weight-loss 
products such as zero-fat and zero- 
carb pills. It also alleged unsubstan- 
tiated claims about Lite Bites “fat 
fighting bars” and other weight loss 
or energy-boosting products. 

“QVC’s claims for these prod- 
ucts are not only unsubstantiated, 
but for some, scientifically impos- 
sible,” said Howard Beales, director 
of the FTC’s consumer protection 
bureau. QVC said in a statement 
that it takes steps to make sure it 
complies with the law. (ap) 

TAXES 

Maryland Sues MCI; Claims 
It’s Owed Millions in Taxes 

Maryland officials on Wednesday 
filed tax claims against MCI Inc., 
saying the company owes the state up 
to $130 million in back taxes, penal- 
ties and interest. The claims against 
MCI, formerly known as WorldCom, 
were filed in bankruptcy court in 
New York. Massachusetts has filed 
tax claims against WorldCom seek- 
ing about $90 million, and Maryland 
state comptroller William Schaefer 
said he expects more than 20 states 
to file similar claims, (ap)

Chris Paul wants to see his future 
he needs only to look across the 
court at Jameer Nelson on Thursday 
night. 

Paul, the skinny freshman point 
guard with the quick first step, 
innate passing sense and solid jump 
shot, will be running the offense for 
fourth- seeded Wake Forest, as he 
has from his first game. 

Nelson, the muscular senior 
point guard with very similar 
offensive skills and the benefit of 
123 college starts, will handle the 
ball for top-seeded Saint Joseph’s, 
as he has for the last four years. 

All eyes will be on the two 
stars when they meet in the East 
Rutherford Regional. 

“I’m hoping experience and a lit- 
tle bit of size pays off,” Saint Joseph’s 
coach Phil Martelli said. 

The 5-foot-ll, 190 -pound Nelson 
is an inch shorter but 20 pounds 
heavier than Paul. 


Nelson, a unanimous selection 
for the All-America team, averaged 
20.6 points, 4.6 rebounds and 5.2 
assists while shooting 49 percent 
from the field and 80 percent from 


the free -throw line. 

Paul was the Atlantic Coast 
Conference rookie of the year 
and was selected to the league’s 
all- defensive team after leading 


it with 2.7 steals a game. He aver- 
aged 14.9 points, 3.4 rebounds and 
5.8 assists while shooting 50 per- 
cent from the field and 84 percent 
from the free-throw line. 


Last season was almost Nelson’s 
last in college, but he decided to 
return for his senior year. He and 
the Hawks had a special season, 
losing just one game and reach- 
ing No. 1 in The Associated Press 
poll. 

“He is the best player in col- 
lege basketball because he is the 
best leader in college basketball. 
From the day he came back he 
has demanded in a very quiet way 
from his teammates that they pur- 
sue excellence,” Martelli said. 

It’s harder to be a leader as a 
freshman, but Paul has been able 
to do it without stepping on the toes 
or egos of the upperclassmen. 

“My teammates will never let 
me not know I’m a freshman,” he 
said, laughing. “At shootarounds 
or in the hotels my nickname is 
always ‘Rookie’ or ‘Freshman.’ They 
never call me Chris. Coach told me 
early in the season he didn’t need 
me to play like a freshman, he 
needed me to play like an NCAA 
point guard.” 

And that’s what he was with 
22 points and seven assists 
in the opening round against 
Virginia Commonwealth, and 29 
points and six assists in the sec- 
ond round against Manhattan.

Under the leadership of Quique 
Aviles, Sol works to blur lines of 
race, class gender and age in the 
name of good art and more involved 
neighborhoods.

Mountain Man 


M u S I C I To hear Ralph Stanley keen 
his chilling ode “O Death” is akin 
to feeling the cold breath of grave- 
yard wind. 

As a singer, Stanley has been a 
man of constant sorrow for over half 
a century. At 7b, his spooky voice and 
legendary clawhammer banjo style 
make mopesters like Evanescence 
sound like Hanson. But a brush with 
mortality does make the sun shine 
a little brighter. 

Ralph and his brother Carter 
were born in tiny Coeburn, Va. 
After World War II, the Stanley 
Brothers followed the bluegrass 
circuit blazed by their hero. Bill 
Monroe. That meant an endless 
stream of churches, schools and 
AM stations. By 1966 the Stanleys 
were bluegrass stars — and Carter 
was dead of cancer.

That was when Ralph added 
gospel to his repertoire of “old- 
time mountain music.” The mix 
of gospel and bluegrass with tales 


of life, sin, redemption and death 
spawned legions of famous imita- 
tors. And the ghost of Carter Stanley 
hovers over it all. 

“O Death” had a late renais- 
sance thanks to the surprise hit 
soundtrack to Joel and Ethan 
Coen’s 2000 film “O Brother, 
Where Art Thou?” It helped 
finally win Stanley a Grammy in 
2002, after 55 years in the busi- 
ness. (He beat out Johnny Cash, 
Willie Nelson, Tim McGraw, Ryan 
Nelson and Lyle Lovett.) 

“O death,” Ralph Stanley sings 
at more than 100 shows annually, 
“won’t you spare me over ’til anoth- 
er year?” Death would seem to be a

The best way to approach the 
situation is to say, “One of us can’t 
drink but one of us would love to 
see your wines by the glass or half 
bottle list” or some such. Actually, 
you don’t owe the restaurant any 
explanation at all, but it might not 
hurt to spell out your situation up 
front.

7088) — This fantasy of a Thai cave, 
complete with stalagmites, is as cheery 
and fresh, if not quite as bold, as its 
Virginia siblings. Urge your servers 
to accentuate the seasoning, regard- 
less of the supposed chili-pod rating, 
and you’ll be particularly happy with the 
fish and seafood. Turning up the heat 
on the duck would make for crisper 
skin; gentler handling of the marinated 
porkand beef dishes might keepthem 
from going a little tough. Some of the 
cellophane-noodle dishes, such as the 
“Thai-style sukiyaki,” are simply curi- 
osities.

TAIPEI TOKYO 

( 14921 -D Shady Grove Rd. in the 
Fallsgrove Village Center; 301-738- 
8813) — Though this third TT cov- 
ers a lot of Asian culinary territory — 
Chinese, Japanese, Thai, Vietnamese, 
Singaporean, Malay and Korean — it 
doesn’t get terribly far with any. The 
problem is mostly one-recipe-fits-all. 


and the various, apparently commer- 
cial, dipping sauces don’t help a whole 
lot; butthe ingredients are fresh and 
carefully tended. The sushi here is bet- 
ter than at a lot of the other pan-Asian 
places, thanks to correctly prepared 
rice, butthis is best considered afami- 
ly- or mixed-group destination.

EL GUAJIRO 

(8650Colesville Rd., Silver Spring; 301- 
565-4985. Metro: Silver Spring) — If this 
were any more homestyle (or any snug- 
ger), you really would be in the kitchen. 
This unpretentious Cuban storefront 
comes as a relief after the bustle and 
hullabaloo of all the franchised eateries 
at City Place. And it’s as much food for 
the money as any. Best bets include the 
chicharonnes de polio, chicken so crisp 
Colonel Sanders would weep; picadil- 
lo, a sort of non-sweet sloppy Joe; ropa 
vieja, beef stewed until it collapses like 
“old clothes’’; and black beans and rice 
you can actually taste. $6.95-$9.99. Not 
wheelchairaccessible. e.z.

Musharraf on the ‘Frontline’ 


WORLD NEWS I “Frontline/World” 
(9 p.m., PBS) is a bit of a bellweth- 
er. This rewarding newsmagazine 
has consistently provided viewers 
with intelligent background on 
important developments, people, 
ideas and breaking stories, some- 
times weeks in advance of its more 
popular competition. 

Tonight’s segment is a good 
example of the series’s predictive 
powers. As Pakistani and American 
troops scour the mountainous bor- 
der region between Afghanistan and 
Pakistan for Osama bin Laden 
and his al Qaeda lieutenants, 
“Frontline” examines the increas- 
ingly precarious rule of Pakistan’s 
leader, Gen. Pervez Musharraf.

the general, who seized power in a 
1999 military coup, has since allied 
himself with the United States in 
the war on terror and made ges- 
tures of peace to neighboring India,

These diplomatic pirouettes 
have earned Musharraf the scorn 
of pro-al Quaeda elements in his 
own military and intelligence 
services, as well as radicals who 
accuse him of selling out the dis- 
puted province of Kashmir to pla- 
cate India. Musharraf has been the

If Mars had water, where did it go? 

A lot of people now think that 
there is abundant water preserved 
as ice beneath the surface at depths 
of tens to hundreds of meters and 
some preserved in the polar ice 
caps. 

Is it reasonable to assume there 
was some kind of life at one time on 
Mars? If so, at what level? 

I think it is reasonable to pose 
the hypothesis, which is very dif- 
ferent from an assumption, that 
life once existed on Mars. 

The hypothesis is a good one 
because our plan involving the 
next two decades of exploration 
is designed to first explore for evi- 
dence that once formed on the sur- 
face, and then follow up with mis- 
sions to those sites to return the 
most promising rock samples that 
could contain fossils of possibly 
simple microorganisms. 

We see no evidence at this 
point that life would have evolved 
beyond that stage. But all that we 
know about Mars at this time sug- 
gests enough similarity with Earth 
to warrant, and even demand, these 
exploration missions. 

Will we have to wait for a manned 
expedition to the planet to look for 
fossils or is an unmanned probe 
capable of finding them? When 
does NASA plan its next test for 
life on Mars? 

There is a mission planned for 
sample return that is currently on 
the books for 2011. That mission 
will use robots to collect promis- 
ing rock samples and return them 
to Earth.
